Deep-in-love 
Aussie beats 
river of guns 

NONG KHAI. Thailand (AP) — An Australian 
journalist, twice thwarted in attempts to rescue his 
girlfriend from Laos, strapped on a scuba tank and 
swam under the rain-swollen Mekong River and com 
munist guns to snatch her from the opposite bank and 
bring her to Thailand. 

Planning for Saturday's escape began almost 10 
months ago when John Everingham, 28. the last. 
Western correspondent in Laos, was expelled by com 
munist authorities after more than a decade of resi¬ 
dence there. His girlfriend, Keo Sirisomphone, 25, a 
Laotian medical student and daughter of a middle- 
level communist official, had to remain behind. 

EVERINGHAM SAID IN an interview Monday 
that coded letters and messages were exchanged 
through friends after his expulsion and rendezvous 
points were set. But two earlier attempts to swim 
under the river separating Thailand and Laos were 
foiled when Laotian troops approached too close to the 
place where Keo was waiting. 

Then, on Saturday. Everingham—a powerful 
swimmer who learned his diving on Australia's Great 
Barrier Reef—put on his mask, fins, and a scuba tank 
fitted with two breathing devices and plunged into the 
river for the third time. 

“I was very pessimistic this time," he said after 
the escape. The river was running fast because of 
recent monsoon rains. He said could see Keo in a red 
dress and white blouse on the opposite bank about a 
kilometre away. 

THE DAV BEFORE, THAI officials said three 
Laotians had tried to swim to Thailand at the same 
spot. Communist patrols opened fire and killed two of 
them 

Everingham, with a compass stuck against his 
face mask because of the zero visibility under water, 
said he had to battle the currents, trying at times to 
crawl along the muddy bottom, where he was tossed 
around in whirlpools. When he surfaced he was still 
several hundred metres offshore and being carried 
past the spot where Keo waited with a fishing pole and 
a child to avoid suspicion. 

Exhausted, he sw&m back to the Thai side 
and tried again, this time entering the river farther up¬ 
stream. 

“I made it,” he said. “I crawled out on the bank, 
she seemed to have given up. She was walking away in 
the distance. I yelled at the top of my lungs. Then she 
saw me and started running forward. She fell into my 

arms."

KEO HAD NEVER LEARNED to swim. Evering¬ 
ham put a slightly inflated llfevest around her neck 
and one of the breathing regulators in her mouth. 

With their faces just at the surface of the water 
and a quick-release strap biding them together, 
Everingham pushed hard into the current to gain 
distance from Laos. The riverbank, just below the 
Laotian capital of Vientiane, was lined with soldiers. 

“I was fearful of a burst of bullets gny moment. 
There were dozens of soldiers sitting on the bank. 
Some stood up. I think they saw something in the 
river, but may not have realized what it was." 
Everingham said. 

Thai officials, sometimes tough on refugees who 
are considered illegal aliens, were friendly and helpful 
when the two arrived. About 100.000 Laotians have fled 
since the communist victory in Laos in late 1975. 


COMPULSORY ADDICT-TREATMENT BILL UNVEILED 

‘We believe it will work

Heroin addicts in B.C. face 
a three-year compulsory 
treatment program under the 
Heroin Treatment Act intro¬ 
duced to the Legislature 
Monday. 

The new legislation. Bill 18, 
is expected to run Into stormy 
criticism when it comes up 
for debate. 

Health Minister Robert 
McClelland said he didn't ex¬ 
pect the new method of treat¬ 
ing heroin addicts to be an 
Instant success. “It will have

we believe that, meshed with 
other programs, it will 
work." 

Basically the new law, 
when passed by the Legisla¬ 
ture, will involve three major 
steps in the treatment of the 
addict. 

• A peace officer, believ¬ 
ing a person is an addict, can 
give that person between 24 
hours and 48 hours to report 
to a panel of doctors, social 
workers and psychiatrists. 

• If the panel after exami¬ 
nation finds the person defi¬ 


nitely in need of treatment it 
can order that treatment. 

• At that point the peace 
officer can "without war¬ 
rant” take the person to a 
treatment centre “for deten¬ 
tion.” 

McClelland told a press 
conference after introduction 
of the bill that the new legis¬ 
lation does not give peace 
officers the right to arrest 
and order treatment without 
warrant or without checks 
and balances. 

He stressed that as a first 
step the police officer can 


"only request" the suspected 
addict to report to the exami¬ 
nation panel with a “written 
notice specifying a date and 
time not less than 24 hours or 
more than 48 hours ... at 
which the person specified is 
required to attend and sub¬ 
mit to examination at the 
area co-ordinating centre 
specified in the notice." 

Failure to comply could re¬ 
sult in a warrant for arrest 
being issued and compulsory 
delivery to the co-ordinating 
centre.

A Doman Industries Ltd. 
log dump in the Cowichan 
River estuary continues in 
defiance of provincial gov¬ 
ernment orders.

Doman Industries presi¬ 
dent .Herb Doman told the 
Colonist Monday that “we 
have no comments to make" 
concerning Mrs. Wallace's 
charges. 

“I don't want to say any¬ 
thing until we get the details 
on the whole thing. Our com¬ 
pany is a law-abiding cor¬ 
poration, and as far as we're 
concerned, if it's illegal to 


dump logs there, we’ll stop 
it,” Doman said. 

Mrs. Wallace said that con¬ 
trary to a development mora¬ 
torium placed on the estuary 
last November, Doman In¬ 
dustries went ahead and built 
the log dump, used to lower 
logs into the water for stor¬ 
age, in February. 

Adding to the problem, 
Mrs. Wallace said, was the 
old-style design of the dump, 
which means more bark and 
other debris finds its way 
into the sensitive estuary 
area. 

Mrs. Wallace also said that 
40 loads of logs a day were 
being added to the dump on 
weekdays, and 100 loads a 
day at weekends. 

Nielsen promised to inves¬ 
tigate Mrs. Wallace's claim 
and if she was correct, “will 
proceed as allowed by law.”

tual invasion of Western Eu¬ 
rope.” The latter particularly 
annoyed the Russians. 

But it was his forecast of a 
Soviet-American war that 
raised eyebrows in an assem¬ 


bly dedicated to seeking a 
way for the world to end the 
$400-billion-a-year arms 
race. 

“One superpower (the So¬ 
viet Union) is bent on expan¬ 
sion,” Huang said. “The 
other (the United States) has 
its vested interests to protect. 

"As the struggle intensi¬ 
fies,” Huang predicted, 
“they are bound to fight it out 
some day.” 
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JUDGE WARNS TORY 
ON TREU OUTBURST 


MONTREAL (CP) — Act¬ 
ing Chief Sessions Court 
Judge Yves Mayrand said 
Monday he "cannot tolerate" 
criticism of the trial of Alex¬ 
ander Peter Treu made in the 
Commons last week by Al¬ 
berta MP Gerald Baldwin. 

Treu, 56, was convicted by 
a sessions court judge and 
sentenced to two years in 
prison May 4 on two counts of 
violating the Official Secrets 
Act. The conviction, which 
followed a trial held behind 
closed doors, has been ap¬ 
pealed. 

Baldwin (PC—Peace 
River) who has called for a 


Commons inquiry into the in¬ 
camera trial, said it put Can¬ 
ada “back in the days of the 
Star Chamber and King 
Charles I." 

In a written statement, 
Mayrand said that "in the 
name of respect of the inde¬ 
pendence of the judiciary, we 
cannot tolerate the remarks 
of Gerald Baldwin.” 

"We advise him respectful¬ 
ly to be satisfied with doing 
his work, namely the im¬ 
provement of the Official Se¬ 
crets Act if it appears unjust 
and abusive." 

He added that Baldwin 
should not set himself up as a 


court of appeal, "all the more 
so because he is in complete 
ignorance of the facts placed 
before the court and with the 
consent of the lawyers for 
both the defence and the pros¬ 
ecution that the trial should 
be held in camera” 

And Mayrand deplored the 
use of parliamentary immu¬ 
nity by members of the Com¬ 
mons to question and criticize 
the manner in which Judge 
Luc Trudel handled the Treu 
trial. 

Treu, a former designer of 
NATO air defence systems, 
was convicted in connection 
with the handling of classi¬

Canadian ‘mecca’ sinks in Cairo sand 


LONDON (CP) — President Anwar Sadat 
has shattered the dream of two Cana¬ 
dian businessmen who launched a huge tour¬ 
ist construction program at the foot of the 
pyramids outside Cairo. 

Confronted by fierce opposition in the 
Egyptian parliament and among archeolo¬ 
gists, Sadat cancelled the $500-milllon 
project, raising questions among South Pa¬ 
cific Properties Ltd. officials on the amount 


of investment capital they may be able to 
retrieve from the Egyptian government. 

The two men behind the Hong Kong-based 
South Pacific are Peter Muk, 48. former 
Toronto businessman, and Winnipeg-born 
David Gllmour, 46. who have been partners 
since they graduated from the University of 
Toronto. Gllmour now lives In London. Muk 
is reported on his way to Hong Kong for a 
company annual meeting. 

However, through offices here the com¬ 


pany said Monday the Sadat decision, an¬ 
nounced last Saturday, came without warn¬ 
ing and after South Pacific had made "a 
substantial financial Investment In Egypt." 

Estimated to cost about 1500 million over a 
20-year period, the project would have pro¬ 
vided a new mecca for tourists, Including a 
big golf course, villas, apartments, hotels 
and nightclubs and shops near the Giza 
pyramids. 

An initial contract was signed in 1974 with 


the Egyptian government tourist agency 
forming a joint venture company in which 
South Pacific, with $3.4 million investment 
capital, held 60 per cent of the shares while 
the Egyptian government held 40 per cent. 
The government contributed about 10.000 
acres for a period of 99 years, a move which 
aroused a storm of protest in the Egyp¬ 
tian press and In the Egyptian parliament.

PEKING — Vietnam said 
Monday it would be "stupid” 
to pick a fight with China, 
while its communist neighbor 
kept up a war of words over 
the exodus of ethnic Chinese 
from Vietnam.

China’s of¬ 
ficial Hsinhua news agency 
said Vietnamese soldiers,

• Six months or more de 
tention in the treatment 
centre of Brannen Lake. 

• Attendance at a treat 
ment clinic at such times as 
the director of the program 
may order for one year. 

• Supervision and direc¬ 
tion of such kind and of such 
duration as the director may 
order. 

That means the treatment 
programs can last for up to 
three years but cannot go be¬ 
yond that, that an addict can 
be confined to Brannen Lake 
for six months' intensive 
treatment with that period 
extended if an extension is 
required; that the addict can 
be ordered to report daily to a 
treatment centre but not for 
more than a year, or that Un¬ 
person can just be ordered to 
live under strict local super¬ 
vision. 

When the suspected addict 
Is first taken to the co-ordin¬ 
ating centre he would be exa¬ 
mined medically and psycho¬ 
logically over a period of 72 
hours, after which a decision 
would be made as to whether 
to release the suspect or 
order treatment. 

Any person committed for 
treatment under the new 
laws who feit improperly 
committed would have the 
right to appeal within 30 days 
of the committal notice being 
issued.

ics addiction cases. That sec¬ 
tion states that a person sen¬ 
tenced to jail for a narcotics 
offence can be given the 
choice of jail or treatment. If 
the addict accepts treatment 
for the full three-year pro¬ 
gram an appeal can be 
launched against the sen¬ 
tence but not against the 
treatment. 

“In other words, if a judge 
sentenced a person to three 
years In jail or three years on 
the program and the addict 
accepted the program, an ap¬ 
peal could be launched 
against thq length of sentence 
ordered by the court but not 
against the treatment being 
received,” McClelland said. 

While avoiding details of 
the treatment to be offered, 
McClelland said that “if the 
addicts require assistance to 
withdraw, tbei assistance 
will be given.” 

But he did not eliminate the 
possibility of “cold turkey” 
treatment for some addicts. 
Cold turkey treatment In¬ 
volves the total stoppage of 
heroin or substitutes and no 
relief for withdrawal prob 
less. 

One aid for heroin users — 
methadone — will be with¬ 
drawn imasediately for all 
addicts except those now on a 
successful methadone pro¬ 
gram. 

“Those on methadone and 
doing well will continue to 
receive methadone," he said. 
“But from here on In there 
till be no methadone except 
for those already on that pro¬ 
gram. And we don’t intend to 
use other drugs in the pro¬ 
gram."

In an earlier version of the 
act. anyone suspected of an 
association with heroin use 
could be picked up without 
warrant, and then detained 
without trial, without com 


mining a crime. Williams 
said. 

Victoria Civil Liberties Or¬ 
ganization spokesman Prank 
Preston said Monday he was 
concerned about the act be 
cause of its vague use of 
terms, such as “reasonable 
grounds ’ 

"We re concerned that it 
uses a police officer’s feeling 
that he has reasonable 
grounds to put a person in a 
drug treatment program 
And under the appeals sec¬ 
tion of the act. the onus is on 
a person to prove he is inno 
cent." Preston said. 

The act states: "In an ap 
peal under this section, the 
onus of establishing that the 
person was not in need of 
treatment lies on that per¬

OTTAWA <CP)—Politi¬ 
cians and senior officials, in¬ 
cluding two former RCMP 
commissioners, will be called 
before a royal commission 
into RCMP wrongdoing for 
seven weeks of questions be¬ 
ginning Sept. 1], it was an¬ 
nounced Monday. 

The issues will be ministe¬ 
rial and official responsibility 
for acts ranging from arson 
to having post office em¬ 
ployees risk their jobs by 
handing first-class mail to 
Mounties for examination. 

The central questions will 
be whether the ministers 
were informed of these acts 
and did nothing to halt them, 
or whether their senior offi¬ 
cials covered up. 

An example came In the

PRIME MINISTER TRUDEAU'S public eon) 
mitment before the United Nations that Canada 
would divest itself of all nuclear weapons has 
drawn the ire of one of Britain's mass circulation 

. newspapers 

Heading its editorial "Humbug". The Sun¬ 
day Express accuses Mr. Trudeau of rank hy- 
procrisy inasmuch that he can safely strike a 
fine pose at the UN only because Canada rests 
safely under the protective umbrella of the 
United States. 

The attitude expressed by the London jour 
nal is readily understandable. After all, few 
major nations in the world have a big brother to 
protect them. Most have to depend either on 
their own armed forces or ally themselves with 
other nations in order to defend themselves 

If they are part of an alliance they are 
expected to pull their fair weight in such a 
partnership. 

Canada is a member of two such alliances: 
NATO and NORAD. But in neither does it appear 
w illing to bear its equitable store of the burden. 
Our NATO force has been trimmed to the bare 
bone, and now we appear to be ready to duck our 
responsibility as far as NORAD is concerned. 

While the Third W orld and uncommitted na 
lions may be cheering Mr. Trudeau’s words as a 
major break-through in nuclear disarmament, it 
should be remembered in this country that it was 
his predecessor and mentor. Lester Pearson, 
who brought nuclear weapons into Canada in the 
first place. 

It is interesting at this time to recall that the 
question of nuclear arms for Canada was a 
major election issue back in 1963. The prime 
minister at that time, John Diefenbaker. ada¬ 
mantly refused to entertain such a move, much 
to the annoyance of the then president of the 
United States, John Kennedy 

Mr. Diefenbaker's opposition to arming the 
Bomarc anti-aircraft units in Canada w ith nucle¬ 
ar warheads caused a rift in his own party which 
led to the resignation of his defence minister and 
later to an even greater split in his government 
ranks. The Liberals, taking advantage of the 
situation, came out strongly in favor of equip¬ 
ping the Bomarcs with nuclear missiles and also 
supplying Canadian armed forces with nuclear 
ground-to-air and air-to-air weapons both at 
home and abroad. 

The Liberals won the election and immedi¬ 
ately put the policy into effect, and although 
under the succeeding Trudeau administration 
Canada's NATO force relinquished its nuclear 
arms, its home-based NORAD force retained 
them 

During the fateful F963 election which 
ushered in a new Liberal era for Canada, Mr. 
Diefenbaker's stand on the issue was, and still is, 
that the Bomarc missiles were completely inef¬ 
fective and utterly useless for the job they were 
meant to do. "The day of the manned bomber is 
over." he told the Americans and the Canadian 
electorate, "so why should we accept nuclear 
warheads for the Bomarc? Why should we ex 
pand the proliferation of nuclear weapons?" 

So when we talk about hypocrisy today we 
^should not stop at Prime Minister Trudeau. We 
should go back through the full 15 years we 
have had of Liberal governing.

throughout the entire spec¬ 
trum of his foreign policy, 
notably in the up-coming 
Strategic Arms Limitation 
deal with the Russians. 

Secondly, the 54-44 vote re¬ 
presented a major defeat for 
the pro-Israel lobby (hat has 
exercised a strong influence 
on U.S. policy towards Ihe 
Middle East. Defeating that 
lobby was never the primary 
objective of (he admlnistra 
tion. Having won a set-piece 
battle, however, it appears to 
have freed itself from certain 
domestic constraints In the 
future. 

Thirdly, the vole signalled 
a long-term shift in American 
alignment in the Middle East 
that accords with the shift in 
world economic power to¬ 
wards the oil producers. A 
fifth of U.S. oil consumption 
last year came from the Arab 
stales whose goodwill is es¬ 
sential to the industrial West.

Charles Mathias of Mary¬ 
land. put the case bluntly 
during the debate: "To those 
who asked whether oil plays a 
part Ip this decision about the 
plane package. I say (hat It 
dues. We ourselves need Mid¬ 
dle Eastern oil, but we can 
make do without It.

Japan importi over 
70 per cent of its oil from the 
Persian Gulf area, key Eur¬ 
opean countries over 50 per 
cent." ,

When Carter first an 
nounced the package In Feb¬ 
ruary. many experienced 
congressional hands believed 
that it had little chance of 
acceptance — even though 
some of them were deeply 
worried about the strategic 
and domestic consequences 
of rejection. What caused the 
upset? 

One important factor has 
been the gradual public rec¬ 
ognition since the Arab em¬ 
bargo of 1973 of America's 
vulnerability to cuts In oil 
supplies and rises in oil 
prices 

Another was Ihe Impress¬ 
ion that Egyptian President 
Anwar al Sadat made on 
American opinion during his 
visit to Jerusalem. At one 
level this was sentimental: 
the perception of an earnest 
man attempting to cut 
through the complexities of 
international diplomacy — 
precisely the Image that 
Sadat wished to project. 

At a deeper level, it began 
to change the popular Ameri¬ 
can view of the Middle East 
conflict as that of an embat¬ 
tled democracy threatened 
on all sides by violet, unsta¬ 
ble military regimes. For 
several waaks before the 
vote, senators were receiving 
letters which expressed a 
new lone of understanding 
with the Egyptians. 

A critical Influence, how 


ever, was the growing 
American distrust of Soviet 
adventurism, exemplified by 
support for the guerrillas oh 
the frontiers of Rhodesia, for 
the Ethiopian government's 
threat to Somalia, for the re¬ 
cent coup in Afghanistan, and 
— on the very morning of the 
jet sale vote — for the Ango¬ 
lan based invasion of Zaire. 

On Ihe eve of the debate, 
the Saudis themselves ap¬ 
pealed directly to anxieties 
about the Soviet threat with a 
letter by King Khalld claim 
ing that his country needed 
the F-ISs to fight "Commu¬ 
nist expansion in the area." 

During a two-hour secret 
session concerned with intel¬ 
ligence reports on the Middle 
F?ast on the afternoon of the 
debate, the normally' pro-Is- 
rael Democratic Senator 
Abraham Ribicoff of Con¬ 
necticut presented classified 
material on Soviet and Cuban 
penetration of countries near 
Saudi Arabia. In the event, 
almost half the administra¬ 
tion's majority was com¬ 
posed of senators who nor¬ 
mally take a conservative 
position on foreign policy 
issues. 

Once Ihe vole was won. 
Carter swiftly reassured Is¬ 
rael's American supporters 
that the jet package did not 
signify an end to the special 
relationship between the two 
countries. The administra¬ 
tion argument has been all 
along that Israel as much as 
the Americans needed the 
moderating Influence of the 
Saudis in Ihe Middle East 
(however immoderate Saudi 
support of the Palestine Lib¬ 
eration Organization they 
look from an Israeli point of 
view) — not to mention a 
healthy Western economy on 
which (hey are dependent for 
aid. 

In any case, Ihe public 
opinion polla suggest that, 
while respect for President 
Sadat his Increased, and 
there are doubts about the

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Hydro’s strategy open to public scrutiny 


Many of your reader* probably read a recent report in a 
Vancouver morning newspaper based upon a statement by a 
B.C. Wildlife Federation official that B.C. Hydro Is "hiding 
from the public'' a giant make-work power construction 
strategy for British Columbia. That suggestion was untrue. 
The facts of the matter bear repeating. 

It has always been B.C. Hydro's job to anticipate 
electricity needs for the province and to develop whatever 
energy resources will best meet public demand — tech¬ 
nically. economically, environmentally and socially. If 
the provincial government is attempting to attract new 
economic activity to B.C. and fails to do so because there is 
insufficient developed power available for new industry. 
Hydro has not done its job. There is no secret grand 
strategy involved. Hydro's job is to provide the electri¬ 
city necessary to meet the economic goals of the prov¬ 
ince. 

it's no secret the power projects mentioned In the 
press report are indeed being assessed. This work is part of 
our continuing program of assessing potential energy op 
lions for development as and when they may be required 

LIARD AND Iskut-Slikine Rivers? Preliminary studies 
were done some years ago. and are now being updated to 
give us a current idea of their problems, should these en¬ 
ergy resources ever be needed. These studies were the 
subject of a press announcement by B.C. Hydro last 
year. Preliminary transmission line route studies to con¬ 
nect these potential power sites to the load centres are 
also being done. 

• 

MCGREGOR DIVERSION? Studies on that project 
were suspended early this year after parasitology studies 
identified five parasites known to cause mortality In the 
Pacific (McGregor/Fraser) drainage system that, if trans- 
l.-rred, could endanger fish In the'Arctic (Parsnip Peace I 
drainage system. The news release announcing this deci 
-ion staled "for.the moment there appears to be no rea 


sonable method of preventing McGregor to Parsnip trans¬ 
fer affecting the Arctic." Studies will not be resumed unless 
the fish problem becomes solvable. We have stated that the 
McGregor could still be developed as a conventional power 
resource with no upstream diversion into the Parsnip River, 
which would avoid the problem of parasite transfer. This 
limited project, however. Is much less attractive than the 
diversion would have been and Is not presently being con 
sidered. 

FLOODING RESERVES? Most of the major rivers in 
B.C. have flooding and other map reserves on them, held by 
the provincial government — not B.C. Hydro. Most of these 
reserves were placed long before B.C. Hydro came Into 
existence. Reserves exist principally to indicate to re¬ 
source users that there may be other potential uses for a 
river basin. A simple statement of fact 

EAST KOOTENAY COAL? B.C. Hydro has begun pre¬ 
liminary feasibility studies for a possible thermal plant in 
the Femie-Sparwood area, using waste coal from the metal¬ 
lurgical coal mining operations there. Again this is no 
secret. We have had a number of representations from 
people in the East Kootenay urging this project be started. 
Energy from this source may not be required before the 
mid-lMOs. but could precede development at Hat Creek if 
it makes economic sense to do so. Studies will establish 
the facts of the matter. 

MURPHY CREEK? We have received inquiries about 
the possibility of developing the Murphy Creek project as a 
means of maintaining economic activity in the Kooten 
ay Boundary Region now that hydro-electric construction 
appears to be coming to a close In that part of the prov 
ince. After the construction of several hydro-electric 
projects in the region there Is a highly-trained construction 
work force resident in the area and some people want 
this employment to continue. There is no present plan for 
ihe development of the Murphy Creek project which 


l past has been rated far below other potential altema 
However, the cost benefit values of the project are 


in the | 

lives. However, the cost benefit values of the project are 
being re-examined. This was mentioned bv our Seven Mile 
project construction manager at a public meeting in Trail 
recently and received considerable attention from local 
news media. 

IN ADDITION TO the above projects. B.C. Hvdro is also 
studying geothermal potential near Pemberton and will 
also, within the next few months, begin preliminary 
feasibility studies of a hog fuel and waste wood thermal 
generating plant in the (juesnel area. These studies are 
part of Hydro's job to program for the future. 

There is no secret about any of the above projects. 
Apart from routine reranklng of potential projects to meet 
long term planning scenarios, these potential projects 
are not part of any corporate planning timetable. Nor is 
there any hurry to proceed from preliminary to detailed 
studies with any of them at the moment. If anticipated 
power needs require that any project proceed to the de 
tailed study stage there will be ample publicity and 
project planning Information similar to that prov ided on 
(he Hat Creek, the McGregor, the Site C on the lower Peace 
River, and the Kootenay River diversion projects. But 
when it takes 10 to 12 years to bring a project into produc 
lion can anyone seriously object to the studies necessary 
for intelligent planning? 

Even detailed study of a proposal by Hydro does not in 
any way mean that its development is a foregone conclu¬ 
sion. Hydro must seek formal government approval for any 
new generating plant through a public licensing process, 
and for this extensive Information is needed to Identify 
the potential environmental and social impacts. We do not 
in any way take the licensing process for granted. Nor 
should our eritics.

Deaf racer sidelined 
by lack of interpreter 


In response to Reg Reyn- 
>ld's article about Tony 
Ixley, a deaf auto racer, I 
was pleased lo read this well 
written account of a success¬ 
ful deaf person, especially at 
his time since it is Hearing 
Awareness Month. However. 
:he article could have been 
nen belter If the reporter 
lad used a service which not 
many people know about 
when dealing with deaf peo¬ 
ple. 

Although Tony was the star 
of the article, Ihe entire in¬ 
terview seems to have been 
between the reporter and 
Tony's father. Reg Reynold's 
slates: "Tony stands quietly 
and watches intently as his 
lather answers questions." If 
a sign language Interpreter 
had been present Tuny could 
have understood and answer 
cd the questions himself. 
Without the aid of an Inter 
preter Tony was left on the 
sidelines missing most of 


what the reporter and hi* fa¬ 
ther .said about him. 

This type of situation is 
common for the majority of 
deaf people who use sign lan¬ 
guage. Because of the lan¬ 
guage and communication 
problems of deafness, many 
deaf people require the ser¬ 
vices of Interpreters skilled 
in finger spelling and sign 
language lo help them in 
some of their contacts with 
hearing people. Such situa¬ 
tions Include medical, legal, 
vocational interviews and 
business transactions is well 
as interviews for newspaper 
articles. But all too often the 
deaf person Is left out of the 
conversation while a hearing 
friend or family member 
takes over, often to the point 
of making decision! for the 
deaf person which he has a 
right to make for himself. 

One of Ihe reasons this hap 
pens Is because Ihe people 
involved often don't know

Victoria MP Charles Bar 
ber (NDP) has said "proper 
ty taxes are obsolete .'' 

Margaret Thatcher MP

property taxes) should be 
abolished and replaced by 
(axes more broadly based 
and related to people's ability 
to pay. but the local author

I have been saying for 
years that a mandatory an¬ 
nual tax on savings to pay for 
the municipal needs of 
schools, police, fire protec¬ 
tion, roads, etc., by taxing 
only the citlien who owns 
residential property Is discri¬ 
minatingly Inequitable and 
unfair: a system that says U 
you do not own property then 
you do not have to contribute 
taxes, a system that says that 
the more you increase the 
value of your property, the 
more money the government 
will take from you to pay for 
schools, etc.; a system that 
says that if you let your home 
deteriorate into a shack and 
put your savings into. say. a 
couple of expensive cars and 
you will not have to pay so 
much as those who put their 
savings beck Into the con¬ 
stant improving of their 
home; a system that says a 
don-taxpaying citizen may 
vote to Increase government 
expenditures which only the 
property taxpayer will have 
to pay for. 

This system has to be cra¬ 
zily archaic and outrageously 
unjust. And do not dare to tell 
me that in 1878 the property 
owner derives more benefits 
from municipal services than 
any other citizen: A strong 
case could be made that ac¬ 
tually the reverse Is happen¬ 
ing. 

Premier Bennett, leaders 
of the opposition parties. 
Dave Barrett, Gordon Gib¬ 
son. Vic Stevens have you 
ever taken an in-depth ques¬ 
tioning look at the financial 
inequitableness of the sys¬ 
tem? 

For instance, do you really 
think Ihe following simplistic 
example is fair. Two young 
men. 24 years old, earn $20.- 
000 a year. One decides to 
put his savings into buying a 
home and the other prefers to 
spend his savings on an ex¬ 
pensive sports car. downtown 
Jiving, etc. 

The first young man has 
now immediately to annually 
fork out money lo pay for 
having police who In all prob¬ 
ability are spending a lot of 
time keeping the second 
young man out of trouble, 
who has got off scot free of 
paying any share of muni¬ 
cipal taxes! 

Forget the poorly written, 
over-the-shoulder. admitted¬ 
ly unfinished McNath report 
as far aa domestic taxes are 
concerned. Agree that all of 
us In principle receive equal 
benefits of service, etc. from 
city hall regardless of wheth¬ 
er we own property or not, 
and that any Income we de¬ 
rive Is the direct result of the 
combined endeavor of all 


members of our society in 
generating the necessary cli¬ 
mate that permits such in¬ 
come. 

Dig beneath the surface, 
enquire in detail, examine 
Ihe inequities, and you will 
find that probably as many as 
30 per cent of us are riding

80 apply for use 
of pesticides 


VANCOUVER (CP)—The 
pesticide control branch of 
the provincial environment 
ministry has received more 
than 80 applications each 
from the provincial ministry 
of highways and public works 
and B.C. Hydro for permis¬ 
sion to use pesticide on public 
land. Stuart Craig, pesticide 
control officer, said Monday. 

Craig said many of the ap¬ 
plications have already been 
approved by the branch after 
being subject to stringent 
control conditions, including 
lengthy discussions with 
other government agencies. 

He said that while the high¬ 
ways ministry has made the 
most applications—81—it 
does not necessarily use the 
largest amount of chemicals 
or cover the largest amount 
of land. 

The majority of applica¬ 
tions received by the branch 
are sent by provincial gov¬ 
ernment departments, crown 
corporations and forest com¬ 
panies, Craig said. 

He said permits are man¬ 
datory when pesticides are 
used, even in small amounts, 
on any public land. 

A variety of different pesti¬ 
cides are Involved in applica¬ 


tions, Including the contro¬ 
versial herbicides 3,4-D, 
2.4,5-T and Tordon. 

Craig said a number of the 
permits Issued to the high 
ways ministry will be used to 
control brush along most of 
the major highways through¬ 
out the province. 

Most of B.C. Hydro's per 
mits Involve the removal of 
brush from transmission line 
rights-of-way.

Hundreds of people will be 
turned into criminals or 
sneaks by passage of a zoning 
bylaw amendment prohibit¬ 
ing unlicensed vehicles not in 
a garage or carport in resi¬ 
dential areas. Saanich coun¬ 
cil was told Monday. 

The bylaw would also pro¬ 
hibit the storage in residen¬ 
tial zones of vehicles lacking 
a current Inspection sticker 

Aldermen John Mika and 
Robert Cameron cast the 
only dissenting votes against 
the proposal. 

Garry Mooney of Hartland 
Road said he applauded 
council's offensive against 
residents who litter their 
property with junk cars, but 
the amendment would cause 
more hardship than it would 
alleviate, and result In people 
trying to hide "illegal" vehi¬ 
cles. 

If a vehicle was not visible 
from a point outside the prop¬ 
erty on which it was housed 
then it should not have to be 
removed Just to comply with 
a bylaw. 

“This amendment is bru¬ 
tal," he said. "1 don't like it 
the way it is worded.” 

Rodents who take pride in 
restoring old cars would be 
affected by the new legisla¬ 
tion. he noted. 

Mooney agreed some force¬ 
ful action was needed to rid 
the municipality of eyesore

BONN (AP) - Yugoslavia

Informed sources said the

A justice ministry spokes¬ 
man said the four were 
among 20 alleged hard-core 
terrorists sought In a series 
of political murders, includ¬ 
ing last year's kldnap-slaying 
of industrialist Hanns-Martln 
Schleyer. 

The sources, who asked not 
to be identified, said the ter¬ 
rorists were seized in an in¬ 
ternational dragnet that 
spanned East and West Eu¬ 
rope.

Oak Bay stocking 
tree pest arsenal 


Oak Bay municipality has declared a state 
of emergency in the war on w inter moth and 
bruce spanworm before the character of 
the community is changed irreparably " as 
one alderman put It Monday night. 

An immediate $1,000 was budgeted to ear 
mark severely affected boulevard trees 
for spraying next year, and the adminislra 
lion was instructed by council's works 
committee to stockpile supplies of methox- 
ychlor and diazinon for at least a $10,000 
spraying program next spring. 

Hopes were expressed that the other, 
municipalities would take similar control 
measures to prevent a recurrence of the 
infestation of defoliating grubs. 

Aldermen were considering a report from 
municipal engineer Geoffrey White on the 
defoliation of boulevard trees in which it was 
stated that if measures were not taken. Oak 
Bay could be facing major costs in pruning 
next year because of dieback of limbs. 

A casual inspection of trees in the munici 
pality shows some have already died, and 
Aid Doug Watts expressed alarm that the 


infestation could have a catastrophic" 
effect on Oak.Bay's treed environment 
Watts, while recognizing that some people 
would prefer no spraying at all. said the 
municipality will probably be denuded of 
all but fir trees" unless a comprehensive 
spraying program is undertaken next year 
He noted that a proposed biological con 
trol program might take as long as six 
years to have any impact. 

Michael Gye. the municipality 's tree con 
sultant, said the infestation had been grow 
ing for eight years “and until a predator 
takes hold on it. jt will stay with us." 

Gye said spraying was effective, using 
methoxychlor in April or diazinon in May. 
but added the insect eggs were Impervious 
to pesticides and they had to be caught in the 
larval or grub stage, when they feed on the 
leaves. 

He said pesticide companies were cutting 
back on production because of the "constant 
war" from environmentalists and suggest¬ 
ed Oak Bay begin stockpiling its pesticide 
armory right away If It w anted to carry out 
an effective program next year

After job action that in 
volved five-o'clock shadow 
and civilian clothes, police 
agreed to terms earlier this 
month with Mayor Mel Cou- 
velier and the police board, 
of which he is chairman. 

Then last Thursday, less 
than two weeks later, an 
enraged Saanich Police Asso 
ciation charged that Saanich 
was changing the meaning of 
the contract with language 
that watered down the cost 
of-living agreement It voted 
non-confidence in Couvelier 
and turned to the B.C. Labor 
Relations Board for help 

Couvelier said it was the 
association that was mistak 
en. and Monday both sides 
ended up at the informal 
meeting in Vancouver. 

When they returned Mon 
day night they were singing 
decidedly different tunes. 

Couvelier said the decision 
of the LRB called for the 
police to put their position in 
writing and present it to him 
He would then call a special 
meeting of the police board, 
hopefully before the week is 
out. 

If this didn't work, he said, 
the case might have to go to 
arbitration to (a) decide if 
there really is a contract, or 
(b) to arbitrate a new agree 
ment 

Said a surprised Phil Ja 
mieson. president of the po¬ 
lice association: "I’m begin 
ning to think we weren't at 
the same meeting. I’m afraid 
we never heard anything like 
that.' 

CpI. Jamieson said the law 
yers from both sides met at 
the end of the day and the 
association lawyer reported 
that "there was absolutely 
no resolve as far as he was 
concerned.'* 

"He said we should act im 


mediately—first thing in the 
morning—to file further 
document* with the labor re¬ 
lations board, including affi¬ 
davits swearing that I was 
misquoted in documents en¬ 
tered today by the munici 
pality.” 

Jamieson said the associa¬ 
tion was taking its case to 
the LRB rather than back to 
the police board, because 

we have complete confi¬ 
dence in the labor relations 
board.” 

He said the municipality 
presented the LRB Monday 
with what purported to be a 
copy of minutes "taken in 
pencil" of a May 5 negotia 
tion session of the association 
and police board 

"It was incredible." said 
Jamieson. "The copy pre¬ 
sented at the labor relations 
board hearing was illegible— 
so faint you couldn't even 
read it." 

According to the associa¬ 
tion. Couvelier had said there 
wouldn’t be any minutes 
taken at the May 5 meeting 
because it was considered in 
formal 

‘Then, from out of no¬ 
where. they produce these 
minutes in pencil.” Jamieson 
said. 

He produced a printed 
document referring to the mi 
nutes. It said the minutes 
constituted "an attempt to 
paraphrase what the union 
president said at the meet 
ing.” 

Then it puts Jamieson in 
direct quotation, saying the 
association would be pre 
pared to "agree that COLA 
not be folded in to salary for 
establishing base for 1980 ne¬ 
gotiations " 

I've never said anything 
like that in my life.” Ja 
mieson said. 

He said he was so dumb 
founded he offered to have 
officers of the association un 
dergo lie detector tests to 
establish that he was mis 
quoted The offer, he said, 
was declined. 

"If this is the kind of bar 
gaining that is going to have 
to take place for those in es¬ 
sential services, then the 
whole system is In jeopardy. 
Jamieson said.

We will not stand idly by 
and watch a senseless, mean¬ 
ingless closure of schools and 
school programs. Together 
we intend to ensure that the 
board's policies of ‘closure 
for the sake of the bottom 
line' come to an early end " 

W ith those words, the Tol- 
mie Home and School Asso- 
i tation on Monday threw Its 
support behind development 
of a "Confederation of Par 
enls' Associations" to bring 
together Ihe parenls from 


various schools In ihe 
Greater Victoria school dls 
trict. 

The home and school asso¬ 
ciation. headed for extinction 
this year with the cloture of 
Tolmie school in June, aald 
that while It has further legal 
avenues to pursue (an appli¬ 
cation for an injunction 
against the Greater Victoria 
School Board was rejected 
two weeks ago), a parents' 
confederation would be more 
effective In serving the inter 
ests of school children, and In 
Informing the public "at to 
the Indifference of some of 
Ihe board members with re¬ 


gard to Ihe quality of educa 
lion in Victoria." 

At a meeting Monday 
night, supporters of the con¬ 
cept said recent school clo¬ 
sures, the lack of long-range 
planning In the school dis¬ 
trict. sudden re-loeatlon of 
school administrators, lack 
of consideration by the school 
board for the views of par¬ 
ents. and a lark of confidence 
on the part of many parents 
in voicing their concern about 
education In the district had 
motivated formation of the 
new organization. 

In s letter sent out to all 
schools In the district. Ihey 


sav the confederation would 
be a forum for discussion 
of Issues facing individual 
schools, and for development 
of district-wide solutions to 
Ihe problems. 

They would like to see par¬ 
ents' groups from every type 
of school, including the high 
schools. Involved in the con¬ 
federation. 

The confederation itself. 
Ihey promised, would be very 
active politically in the fall, 
following Its first organiza¬ 
tional meetings In Septem 
her. While Ihe details remain 
to be worked out after the 
basic organization has been 


established, the confedera 
tion will definitely sponsor 
all-candidates meetings, and 
will keep parents aware of 
individual board members 
voting records at election 
time. 

"So far I've talked to IS or 
20 people who haven't voted 
in school board elections, and 
I've got all summer to go." 
said Helen Falla, the Tolmie 
parent who filed Ihe Injunc¬ 
tion against the school board 

The fact that no municipal 
elections will be held in Vic¬ 
toria this year (although 
other municipalities In the 
district will have voles) 


would give (hem an advan¬ 
tage. supporters of the con¬ 
federation say. 

"Only people who are In¬ 
terested In the school board 
4 will be voting." 

Interest In*the future of 
neighborhood achoola Is 
strong throughout the com¬ 
munity. Donna Jones, one of 
the confederation organizers 
said. 

Even those who do not have 
children In schools were con¬ 
cerned, and would join In the 
battle to keep schools open 
because of (heir concern 
about their neighborhood 
The confederation will prob 


ably develop closer ties with 
community associations, 
such as those In Fairfield, 
lames Bay, Fernwood and 
Vic West, which arc worried 
about the effects that school 
clbsures could have on their 
neighborhoods, she said. 

The confederation's aim 
would be much more than 
simply opposition to the pres 
ent school board policies and 
practices. Mrs. Jones 
stressed. 

“It Is going to have to be a 
positive thing, making board 
members more aware of par 
ents' feelings, and getting 
parents Involved, If It Is going 
lo'work at all."

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Frederik Eaton admits $1.3 billion sales “in the area 

Eaton’s profit? Guess 


TORONTO (CP) - 
Outsiders can only specu¬ 
late on the financial af¬ 
fairs of T. Eaton Co. Ltd. 
They remain a family- 
guarded secret. 

And the recent report of 
the federal royal com¬ 
mission on corporate con¬ 
centration has been able 
to crack the barrier only 
slightly. 

The report listed 
Eaton's as Canada's 19th 
largest non-flnancial 
company with estimated 
1976 sales of SI .3 billion 
and profit of $39 million. 

Company president 
Frederik Eaton, head of 
the family which has re¬ 
tained control of the re¬ 
tail firm since its found¬ 
ing, refused to confirm 
the figures. 

"I don't know where 
they (commission) got 
their stuff." Eaton said in 
an interview. “We did 
spend a bit of time with 
them—quite a bit, actual¬ 
ly—but we didn't give 
them any numbers." 

He said the estimated 


sales figure is "In the 
area," but would not dis¬ 
cuss the profit estimate 
"Why should we bother 
to keep our profit figures 
secret if I'm going to tell 
you?” 

As a private company. 
Eaton's is not obliged to 
publish financial state¬ 
ments. 

Donald Tigert. an ana 
lyst with the Toronto in¬ 
vestment firm of Burns 
Fry Ltd., said his com¬ 
pany believes Eaton's 
sales in 1976 totalled $1.2 
billion—excluding its 
noW-defunct catalogue 
operations and the esti¬ 
mated $35 million from 
its Horizon discount sub¬ 
sidiary. 

This would represent 
about 18.3 per cent of 1976 
Canadian department 
store sales. 

As for profit, Tigert 
said, “I wouldn't think 
they made very much— 
certainly in 1976 when 
they closed down the ca¬ 
talogue operation. ’ 

“Some speculate 


Eaton's makes no profit 
at all, while others specu 
late It makes a very small 
percentage on sales. 

“But It certainly 
wouldn't be making any¬ 
thing like $40 million." 

Simpsons : Sears Ltd.. 
Toronto, earned an after¬ 
tax profit of $33 2 million 
in 1976 on sales of $1.9 
billion. This improved to 
a net profit of $41.9 mil¬ 
lion on sales of $2.1 billion 
last year. 

The commission listed 
Simpsons-Sears 16th in 
sales among non-finan- 
cial Canadian companies. 

Winnipeg-based Hud¬ 
son’s Bay Co., which de¬ 
rives about 75 per cent of 
its revenue from mer¬ 
chandising and is ranked 
22nd on the commission's 
list, had net profit of $24.8 
million on sales of $1.3 
billion in 1976 and $29.9 
million on revenue of $1.4 
billion last year.

Wage demands easing 


LONDON, Ont. (CP) - 
L'nlona probably will not 
make excessive wage de¬ 
mands aftar the federal 
wage- and price-control pro¬ 
gram anda, aaya Sylvia 
Oetnr, chairman of the Eco¬ 
nomic Council of Canada. 

She told 209 delegates to a 
Canadian Industrial Rela¬ 
tions Research Institute se¬ 
minar on Monday that wage 
demands will probably follow 
patterns established during 
the control period. 

A general mood of co-oper¬ 
ation between business and 
labor is likely to persist, she 
said. 

However. Ms. Ostry said 
there will be greater empha¬ 
sis placed on reforming the 
collective-bargaining pro¬ 
cess. A more central process 
was required. Involving 
unions bargaining as a group 
with a single employer. 

Gerard Dion, professor of 
industrial relation at Laval 
University, Quebec City, said 
It will be difficult solving 
problems in the collective¬ 
bargaining process because 
each province has set labor 
laws dealing with the situa¬ 
tion. 

Dion agreed with Ms. Ostry 
that unions will not be mak¬ 
ing excessive wage demands 
in the post-control period. He 
said the economic health of 
the country would suffer If 
exorbitant demands were 
made. 

"Paul Weiler. chairman of 
the British Columbia Labor 


Relations Board, said that If 
the major unions Intended to 
get rough after the long 
period of controls, the trouble 
would have begun already. 

Weiler laid that at least 
two critical unions signed 
two-year agreements lest 
year, which he said Is a sign 
they are content to ride out 
rough economic times. 

Weller said B.C. is the only 
province that has had success 
with a centralized bargaining 
system. Several business 
groups negotiated on a com¬ 
mon front with their unions 
and contract inconsistencies 
were eliminated. 

Frank Reid, a political 
economist from the Univer¬ 


sity of Toronto, said the next 
five years wilt be economic¬ 
ally bleak in Canada unless

But It would be “logical for 
UE. enterprises committed 
to nuclear development to 
begin negotiations for firm 
contracts with Canadian sup¬ 
pliers," says McIntyre.

Sandy Hawley and Steve 
Cauthen are names more fa¬ 
miliar to Victoria horse-rae 
ing fans than Herve Filion or 
Stanley Dancer, and similar¬ 
ly they know more about Ken 
Skinner. Chris Loseth and 
other Exhibition Park Jock¬ 
eys than they know about the 
fellows who piloted the stan- 
dardbreda at Cloverdale. 

But that's about to change, 
and before the summer is out 
a lot of them are going to get 
to know about Keith Linton 
and Joe Hudon. And about a 
number of others who will be 
driving during the 57-day 
harness-racing meet which 
starts at Sandown on Satur¬ 
day. 

There is some good compe¬ 
tition and it cannot be taken 
for granted that either Linton 
or Hudon will be the leading 
driver when the last race has 
been run, but never before 
has a Victoria horse-racing 
meet had two Canadian 
champions. 

Linton topped Canadian 
drivers in percentage in 1676 
and is currently leading in 
1(78 victories while Hudon 
won percentage honors last 
year and represented Canada 
In the recent world driving 
championship. 

Linton arrived Monday 
with a new accomplishment 
to his credit. He stayed for 
the final two days of the Cal¬ 
gary meeting and reached 
his goal of a million dollars in 
purse money with three 
weekend victories. 


There were his 119th, 120th 
and 121st successes of the 
year, putting him eight ahead 
of second-place Ron Waples 
and giving him the chance of 
starting the Sandown meet¬ 
ing as the leading driver in 
Canada. 

Originally from the Moose 
Jaw area of Saskatchewan, 
where Ms dad was a grain 
farmer and trained and drov e 
horses as a hobby. Linton 
started driving in 1904. Most 
of his driving has been done 
in western Canada but he has 
done some in the U.S. during 
the last five years, mostly In 
Chicago and St. Louis. Most 
of his 1978 wins came at Clo¬ 
verdale.

Linton has 10 horses, eight 
of his own and two he trains 
and drives for a Saskatche¬ 
wan owner, at Sandown but 
will also catch drive. 

Hudon, who has just 
enough of an accent to leave 
no surprise at his eagerness 
to talk about Montreal Cana- 
dlens, Is from Fisher Branch. 
Man., and. like Linton, had 
the farm background which 
led to a driving career. He 
had 254 winners last year to 
nose out Waples, by less than 
one point, for the best Cana¬ 
dian percentage. And 
through a formula which 
takes into consideration the 
number of victories, the per¬ 
centage and purse money, he 
earned the right to drive in 
the 1978 world championship 

It involved drivers from 
seven countries — the U.S., 
New Zealand. Australia, 
Denmark. Finland and Nor¬ 
way in addition to Canada, 
which had a second competi¬ 
tor in Filion. who was Includ¬ 
ed as a ‘World' entrant when 
the German champion was 
unable to attend. 

The competition, won by 
Kevin Hayes of New Zealand, 
was staged on 10 tracks, nine 
in the U.S. and Toronto 
Greenwopd, and involved 
about 50 Taces.

Only Canadian driver early Indy casualty 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - 
The real story behind the 
62nd annuel Indianapolis 500. 
as with virtually every other 
race here since 1111, wasn't 
so much how Al Unser won It 
for a third time, as It was how 
Tom Snava. Gordon John- 
cock, Sieve Krislloff, Danny 
Ongals and everybody else 
lost it. 

Because of the unique rules 
for the Indianpolls race, the 
winner is usually the guy who 
makes the fewest mistakes 
and has the least number of 
problems. 

Unser had a smooth, un¬ 
eventful race. So much so, he 
>aid: "It was the easiest of 
my 1J races here." 

Only when he scraped a tire 
and knocked his steering 
slightly out of whack on his 
final pit stop did he have any 
irouble. But by then his lead 
was so great that Soeva could 
not overtake him. 

Sneva's chances suffered a 
mortal blow when “the han 
dllng went away for 40 laps.” 
in the middle of the race. 

"By the time we figured out 
what was wrong and fixed It, 
it was too late,” Sneva said. 

Charging back from more 
than 40 seconds behind. 
Sneva closed to within 8.19 
seconds—about a half mile— 
in the second closest finish in 
Indy history. 

Johncock, who came in 
third, may have raced a dif¬ 
ferent race over the final 
third of the distance if It 
hadn't been for a one-lap pen¬ 
alty assessed him for rolling 
over an air hose to a pneu¬ 
matic tire WTench on his way 
into the pit area. 

“The rules say it's a one- 
lap penalty if you run over it 
while leaving the pits,” said 
chief mechanic George Blg- 
notti. “He just nicked It with 
one tire on his way in, and we 
pushed him back off of it. 

"We had a good shot at it, 
but when you're a lap down, 
why take chances? What's 
the use." 

Mario Andretti was set 
down for the same sort of 
infraction a year ago. but it 
was rescinded after a confer 
ence between officials and 
car ow ner Roger Penske 

Any place else but Indy, a 
driver can get away with a 


mistake, or get a reprieve 
after a problem if he is lucky- 
enough to catch a caution 
period and close up behind 
the pace car when the field is 
bunched back up. 

But Indy officials don’t 
think there should be second 
chances to win the big one. 
They don’t think someone 
who has built up a big lead 
should have it taken away 
from him and have to start ail 
over just because somebody 
rise's trouble causes a cau¬ 
tion. 

For that reason, a pacer 
light system is used at In¬ 
dianpolls Motor Speedway. 
Theoretically, it keeps the 
field moving around the 
track, albeit at a caution 


period pace at the Interval 
that was established during 
racing conditions. 

Krlsoloff had moved into 
the lead on the 25th lap and 
still was In front on the list 
circuit when be and Larry 
Dickson ran afoul of the 
pacer. 

“Krisoloff improved his po¬ 
sition by two pacer segments, 
as did Dickson." said Dick 
Jordon, a United States Auto 
Club official.

had fatty tumors in my body 
— on the arms, legs, and 
stomach — for years. Re¬ 
cently, the new doctor 1 have 
(in the town where I moved 
recently) surprised me by 
saying he wanted to have ' a 
closer look" at them. I think 
he means a biopsy. Does this 
mean hospitalizing? Are they 
possibly malignant? — Mrs. 
A.P. 

If they have not changed in 
apparance over the years 
they probably are Innocent 
fatty tumors (subcutaneous 
lipoma). It is not uncommon 
for fat persons to have them. 
They can be moved about 
freciv under the skin, which 
means they are not attached 
to neighboring tissue. 

The biopsy suggestion* 
should not alarm you. a state¬ 
ment I know is easier to make 
lhan to be accepted. Your 
doctor has not had the oppor 
■unity to watch these growth 
over the years as did your 
former physician. The biopsy 
will determine the exact 
make up of the lumps. The 
biopsy can be done in the

doctor’s office if he is set up 
for this. It is a simple proce¬ 
dure since the deposits are 
just under the skin. 

Dear Dr. Thosteson: Does 
eating only the white of an 
egg for breakfast provide 
enough protein to be worth¬ 
while? I mean for a person on 
a low-cholesterol diet who 
must forgo the egg yolk. Does 
the boiling change the choles¬ 
terol content of the egg at all? 
— E.P. 

The white is quite phole 
Some. In tact, the white of one 

egg contains approximately 
four grams of protein com 
pared to only three grams for 
the yolk. The boiling does not 
alter the cholesterol in the 
yolk. 

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I am 
told 1 have adrenal gland in¬ 
sufficiency. Is this Addison’s 


disease? How is It to be treat¬ 
ed? What Is the future for a 
person with this? — l.H. 

Addison's disease Is an un 
derfunctlonlng of the adrenal 
glands. These are located 
just about the kidneys. The 
outer portions (the cortec) of 
the glands produce sub¬ 
stances (hormones) essential 
for proper food metabolism 
and for regulating water and 
mineral balance in the body. 
In Addison's this Is disturbed. 
The “why?” is often a knotty 
question to answer. Tubercu¬ 
losis may cause It So can 
defective blood circulation. 

Before cortiacosteroid 
drugs little could be done for 
Addison's, so the outlook was 
grim. Key features, as an- 
orexta (loss of appetite) and 
weight lots, low blood 
pressure, leer blood sugar, 
low salt levela. and general 
digestive disturbances were 
progressive. Today, careful 
use of drugs along with spe¬ 
cial diet has improved the 
outlook and Addison’s pa¬ 
tients may live many years In 
reasonably good health. As a 
disease, it is relatively un¬ 
common.

B.C. Rail sets record 
in loadings, revenues 


VANCOUVER (CP)—Car- 
loadings and revenues for the 
B.C. Railway reached record 
levels in 1977, while the 
operating lost also showed in 
improvement over the previ¬ 
ous year, the crown corpora¬ 
tion said Monday in its an¬ 
nual report. 

Loadings totalled 152,597. 
28 per cent higher than 1976 
loadings of 119,480. Net ton¬ 
nage hauled totalled 0,283,- 
169, up from 6,800.934 in 1976. 

The corporation said the 
record performance was the 
result of improved market 
conditions for forest prod¬ 
ucts, Improved track condi¬ 
tions and the absence ofwork 
stoppages on the railway. 

Operating revenues rose 51 
per cent to $109 mlllioo, from 
$66.9 million in 1970. Ope rat 
ing revenues were $100 mil¬ 
lion. up from $08 million. 

The operating loss for 1977 
was $8.45 million, down from 
$21 million the previous year. 

The railway's net loss for 
1077, after Interest and other 
charges, was $58.3 million, 
compared with $53.4 million 
In 1970. 

Capital expenditures to¬ 
talled $39 million, down from 
$75 million the previous year.

'Hydro arrogant' 

Island needs

Norris said improvements In 
the railway’s labor situation, 
operating performance and 
financial position offered en¬ 
couraging prospects for the 
future. 


Social Credit backbencher 
George Kerster criticized 
B.C. Hydro Monday for Its 
arrogance toward munici¬ 
palities and its neglect of 
Vancouver Island.

"It’s pretty obvious that 
Vancouver Island needs a 
thermal plant using coal or 
gas to generate power, and to 
provide a viable long-term 


King wanted to know if the 
event was typical of those 
organized by Mrs. Robertson 
for $28,800 a year.

Asked if he favored nuclear 
power for the Island, Kerster 
said he thought "that was 
first proposed by Shrum (for¬ 
mer B.C. Hydro co-chairman 
Gordon Shrum) and I’m not 
ia a position to make a com¬ 
ment on the long-term values 
or dangers. I Just know that a 
thermal plant using coal or 
gas would work, and that's 
what Hydro should be think¬ 
ing about." 

During the debate, Kerster 
lambasted Hydro for its atti¬ 
tude in his home riding of 
Coquitlam. 

"They start to negotiate for 
rights-of-way. and as the ne¬ 
gotiations come to an end. 
they move the goalposts," he 
said. “Arrogance? You bet 
it's arrogance, and I want to 
tell Hydro right now that Co¬ 
quitlam (council) is not going 
to pay to clean up Hydro's 
act.” 

Kerster told the house that 
Hydro had recently complet¬ 
ed a modem transit centre in 
Coquitlam, "but they didn't 
think of one minor point ... 
they didn’t think how to get 
the buses in and out without 
creating chaotic traffic con¬ 
ditions." 

Kerster added that the 
transit centre was built on

The Coquitlam MLA said 
he intended to pass the Infor¬ 
mation he had gathered to the 
Crown Corporations Commit¬ 
tee in the hope that It would 
demand from Hydro answers 
be had be*h unable to obtain. 

Opposition Leader David 
Barrett (NDP—Vancouver 
East) devoted bis participa¬ 
tion in the debate to Educa¬ 
tion Mlniater Pat McGeer's 
actions during original de¬ 
bate on the Columbia River 
treaty.

"annual tpeech," Barrett 
agreed he was repeating

Barrett said Social Credit 
hydro policy waa a major di¬ 
saster. He taunted McGeer to 
explain hU actions of a dec- 
ade ago. 

McGeer, in replying to 
Barrett, recycled his annual 
speech whenever reminded 
of his role In the Columbia 
River debate. 

"The only major dlsaater 
thU province has had was 
when yna came to office." 
McGeer shouted. "That 
doesn't Jnst Involve hydro 
power, it Involves all power. 

“You are not fit to be the 
Opposition, never mind the 
goverment,” he laid. 

Winding up the debate. Fi¬ 
nance Minister Evan Wolfe 
defended peat Hydro policies 


and the need to borrow to 
maintain capital projects. 

He challenged Barrett's 
statement that the Columbia 
treaty had cost the province 
$100 million. "That is 
wrong,” he said. "That is 
1.000 per cent wrong and he 
knows It is wrong." 

He referred to the battle on 
Bill 4, the Hydro borrowing 
bill allowing the crown cor¬ 
poration to increase iu bor¬ 
rowing by $750 million, bring¬ 
ing its total borrowing power 
to $4.0 billion. 

The funds, the government 
says, are required for on¬ 
going Hydro projects. 

On the vote, the bill moved 
through second reading with 
32 in favor and 14 against

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Garden Notes . 


One question I get thrown at me 

G retty often these days Is whether the 
iwn mowings should be raked up or left 
lying on the lawn. Seems to me the 
answer depends on how often you mow. 

As I have mentioned several times in 
this column, 1 am a great believer In 
frequent mowing, tor I think the grass Is 
healthier and thickens up better when 
only the tips of the blades are removed 
in the mowing. 

Consequently, If the weather per¬ 
mits, 1 mow twice a week, and w ith the 
mower set up to cut fairly high at that. 
Such mowings are very fine and small, 
filtering down between the blades of 
grass to reach the soil. Here they are 
allowed to remain, acting as a mulch to 
keep the roots cool and moist, and rot¬ 
ting down eventually to return their nu¬ 
trients to the soil. 

My rotary mower is of the usual wind 
tunnel type, with the whirling blade 
acting as a fan to blow these fine mow¬ 
ings out the port so they are distributed 
evenly over the lawn. Some older 
mowers leave their mowings In thick 
wind rows, which isn't good for the 
grass. 

As long as I can keep up this tw-ice-a- 
week mowing routine. 1 never put the 
rake to the lawn except for the lawn's 
annual spring cleaning and the raking 


up of fallen leaves in the autumn. When 
I have been out of town, or when weath¬ 
er has prevented mowing and the grass 
gets too long, these heavy, long mow¬ 
ings are removed, for they tend to 
smother the lawn. 

Did you ever stop to wonder what 
becomes of all that expensive lawn ferti¬ 
liser you put down earlier this year? A 
small proportion of It Is leached away 
into the subsoil, of course, but by far the 
greatest part Is taken up Into the grass 
leaves, inis la why 1 find It so hard to 
understand why so many home garden 
era burn their mowings or put them out 
in the garbage. That fertilizer cost good 
money, and it is still there — In the 
mowings — and I can't see any point in 
throwing It away. 

If you rake up and save your mow¬ 
ings. more power to you, but I don't 
think It Is a good idea to store them in a 
compost heap or bln all by themselves. 
A heap of lawn mowings with nothing 
else mixed In is a slimy, smelly affair 
rotting down to almost nothing. Grass Is 
a grand speeder-upper, though, and 
when mixed with tree leaves, carrot 
tops, pea and bean vines, potato peel¬ 
ings and the/lilte. it will hasten the 
rotting down m the coarser fibres, mak¬ 
ing a compost which Is not only rich in 
plant food, but also has the necessary- 


bulk for Improving the texture of the 
soil. 

Fluffy-dried lawn mowings are use 
ful for mulching too, spreading them on 
the soil surface around and between 
planta to keep down weeds and conserve 
soil moisture. And don't think their nu 
trients are wasted when the mowings 
are left on the surface rather than being 
dug In. 

After all, nature does no digging, and 
this Is her method for returning nutri 
ents to the soli — she scatters her leaves 
and other wastes on the surface. The 
mulch rots down eventually, and some 
of It is pulled Into the soil by earth 
worms, which proliferate under sueh 
cool, moist conditions. 

Tomato plants In particular benefit 
enormously from a surface mulch otter 
the roots after the soil is thoroughly 
warmed up, but mowings from a lawn 
which has been treated with weedkiller 
must be used with some caution. 

Spread out such mowings In the sun 
to dry thoroughly, and before using 
them anywhere near tomatoes, sniff 
them to see if you can detect any of the 
characteristic 2,4-D weedkiller smell. 

Tomatoes are unusually sensitive to 
weedkiller ftimes, and the leaves will 
start curling and becoming distorted if 
even a faint whiff of the stuff Is around

light, so regal their feet seem 
hardly to touch the ground. 

All are present, all but the 
bub. The arena Is cleared. We 
wait. A sudden intake of 
breath. Here comes the bull! 
God. how huge he is. How 
black. How domineering. 
How unafraid. How incredi¬ 
bly confident there Is nothing 
he cannot conquer. 

He stands there in the 
centre of the arena, head 
high, looking for something, 
anything, on which to vent his 
rage. The peons taunt him 
with their capes. He charges. 
They slip behind their bar¬ 
riers. He tears at the wood 
with his horns, splintering 
loose a board. If only he could 
reach them ... 

The matador steps disdain¬ 
fully out onto the sand. He is 
soft-cheeked, no more than a 
boy. You can sense the bull's 
relish.

The consequences of fin¬ 
ancing Independent schools 
in B.C. will be studied over 
the next three years bv the 
National Institute of Educa¬ 
tion in Washington. D.C. 

The actual research will be 
carried out by the Education¬ 
al Research Institute of B.C. 
and the research will be done 
by Canadians, in B.C. 

Dr. Donald A. Erickson of 
the University of San Fran¬ 
cisco. formerly a professor at 
Simon Fraser University, is 
principal Investigator. 
Others involved in the project 
are Dr. Lloyd MacDonald of 
ER1BC, Dr. Michael Manley- 
Caslmir of SFT'. and a large 
team of other researchers 
and field workers. 

Known as COF1S (for Con¬ 
sequences of Funding Inde 
pendent Schools), the study 
has received an initial grant 
of 6176.060. with more to 
come later, depending on the 
availability of funds. The 
B.C. education ministry is 
now considering a request for 


a research grant for the 

study. 

The study will examine 
provincial financing for Inde¬ 
pendent schools to determine 
its effects, positive and nega¬ 
tive. 

Among the possible conse¬ 
quences. which will be exa¬ 
mined by the CO FIS study: 

• Lowering of tuition fees, 
enabling more families to 
send their children to the 
school of their choice. 

• Reduction in the size of 
public schools and school sys¬ 
tems. resulting In less flexi¬ 
ble programs and higher 
costs. 

• Better attitudes toward 
education because of the 
greater number of choices. 

• Segregation of students 


according to race, religion or 
social views, reducing their 
ability to get along in a he¬ 
terogenous society. 

• Mora competition In edu¬ 
cation and better perfor¬ 
mance of the public school 
system. 

• Migration of the best 
teachers and administrators 
from the public school sys¬ 
tem to tbs independent 
schools, leaving children in 
public schools with an infer¬ 
ior education.

"Tomorrow to fresh 
woods and postures 
anew. " - John Milton. _ 

In most any bridge 
game, one need not wait 
for tomorrow* to discover 
fresh woods and pastures. 
The new and unusual oc¬ 
curs quite often, and 
today's gem provides an 
excellent example. The 
hand was played by Henry 
Baer, a prominent attor¬ 
ney of Dallas. 

North used a Jacoby 
transfer bid to allow 
opener to play at a spade 
contract and then raised 
once in a try for * vulnera¬ 
ble game. A bit aggressive 
perhaps, but with the 
“right” hand South might 
easily score a spade game. 

West led the heart queen 
and declarer won the king. 
A low diamond was led to 
dummy's queen In hopes of 
winning and making a club 
play before the ace of 
hearts was dislodged. Un¬ 
fortunately for declarer. 
East won the diamond ace 
and led a second heart, 
knocking out declarer's 
ace. 

Looking at all four 
hands, it seems obvious 
that declarer must lose two 
spades, and a trick in each 
of the other suits. How can 
declarer avoid going down 
“to fresh woods and pas¬ 
tures anew”? Here’s how 
Baer did it. 

A km spade was led to 
dummy's ace and a dia¬ 
mond was led to declarer’s 
10. The diamond king was 
cashed and. when an fol¬ 
lowed. the preliminary 
work was all done. 

Declarer’s last diamond 
was led and the defense 
was cooked. If West had 
ruffed with the king, one of 
dummy's losers would dis¬ 
appear end the defense 
would score the apade 
king, another spade, the 
diamond ace and whatever

NONG KHAI. Thailand (AP) — An Australian 
journalist, twice thwarted in attempts to rescue his 
girlfriend from Laos, strapped on a scuba tank and 
swam under the rain-swollen Mekong River and com¬ 
munist guns to snatch her from the opposite bank and 
bring her to Thailand. , 

Planning for Saturday’* escape began almost 10 
months ago when John Everingham, 20. the last 
Western correspondent in Laos, was expelled by com¬ 
munist authorities after more than a decade of resi¬ 
dence there. His girlfriend, Keo Sirisomphone, 25, a 
Laotian medical student and daughter of a middle- 
level communist official, had to remain behind. 

EVERINGHAM SAID IN an interview Monday 
that coded letters and messages were exchanged 
through friends after his expulsion and rendezvous 
points were set. But two earlier attempts to swim 
under the river separating Thailand and Laos were 
toiled when Laotian troops approached too close to the 
place where Keo was waiting. 

Then, on Saturday. Everingham—a powerful 
swimmer who learned his diving on Australia's Great 
Barrier Reef—put on his mask, fins, and a scuba tank 
fitted with two breathing devices and plunged into the 
river for the third time. 

“I was very pessimistic this time,” he said after 
the escape. The river was running fast because of 
recent monsoon rains. He said could see Keo in a red 
dress and white blouse on the opposite bank about a 
kilometre away. 

THE DAY BEFORE, THAI officials said three 
Laotians had tried to swim to Thailand at the same 
spot. Communist patrols opened fire and killed two of 
them. 

Everingham, with a compass stuck against his 
face mask because of the zero visibility under water, 
said he had to battle the currents, trying at times to 
crawl along the muddy bottom, where he was tossed 
around in whirlpools. When he surfaced he was still 
several hundred metres offshore and being carried 
past the spot where Keo waited with a fishing pole and 
a child to avoid suspicion. 

Exhausted, he swam back to the Thai side 
and tried again, this time entering the river farther up¬ 
stream. 

“1 made it." he said. "I crawled out on the bank, 
she seemed to have given up. She was walking away in 
the distance. I yelled at the top of my lungs. Then she 
saw me and started running forward. She fell into my 
arms.” 

KEO HAD NEVER LEARNED to swim. Everingh¬ 
am put a slightly-inflated llfevest around her neck and 
one of the breathing regulators in her mouth. 

With their faces just at the surface of the water 
and a quick-release strap biding them together, 
Everingham pushed hard into the current to gain 
distance from Laos. The riverbank, just below the 
Laotian capital of Vientiane, was lined with soldiers. 

“I was fearful of a burst of bullets any moment. 
There were dozens of soldiers sitting on the bank. 
Some stood up. I think they saw something in the 
river, but may not have realized what it was,” 
Everingham said. 

Thai officials, sometimes tough on refugees who 
are considered Illegal aliens, were friendly and helpful 
when the two arrived. About 100,000 Laotians have fled 
since the communist victory in Laos in late 1975. 


COMPULSORY ADDICT-TREATMENT BILL UNVEILED 

‘We believe it will work’

Heroin addicts in B.C. face 
three-year compulsory 
treatment program under the 
heroin Treatment Act intro¬ 
duced to the Legislature 
Monday. 

The new legislation. Bill 18, 
is expected to run Into stormy 
criticism when it comes up 
for debate. 

Health Minister Robert 
McClelland said he didn't ex- 
>ect the new method of treei¬ 
ng heroin addicts to be an 
instant success. "It will have

its problems,” he said. "But 
we believe that, meshed with 
other programs. It will 
work.” 

Basically the new law, 
when passed by the Legisla¬ 
ture, will involve three major 
steps in the treatment of the 
addict. 

• A peace officer, believ¬ 
ing a person is an addict, can 
give that person between 24 
hours and 48 hours to report 
to a panel of doctors, social 
workers and psychiatrists. 

• If the panel after exami¬ 
nation finds the person defi¬ 


nitely in need of-lreatment it 
can order that treatment. 

• At that point the peace 
officer can “without war¬ 
rant" take the person to a 
treatment centre “for deten¬ 
tion.” 

McClelland told a press 
conference after Introduction 
of the bill that the new legis¬ 
lation does not give peace 
officers the right to arrest 
and order treatment without 
warrant or without checks 
and balances. 

He stressed that as a first 
step the police officer can 


"only request” the suspected 
addict to report to the exami¬ 
nation panel with a “written 
notice specifying a date and 
time not less than 24 hours or 
more than 48 hours ... at 
which the person specified is 
required to attend and sub¬ 
mit to examination at the 
area co-ordinating centre 
specified in the notice." 

Failure to comply could re¬ 
sult in a warrant for arrest 
being issued and compulsory 
delivery to the co-ordinating 
centre.

MONTREAL (CP) - Act¬ 
ing Chief Sessions Court 
Judge Yves Mayrand said 
Monday be "cannot tolerate" 
criticism of the trial of Alex¬ 
ander Peter Treu made in the 
Commons last week by Al¬ 
berta MP Gerald Baldwin. 

Treu, 58, was convicted by 
a sessions court judge and 
sentenced to two years in 
prison May 4 on two counts of 
violating the Official Secrets 
Act.

In a written statement, 
Mayrand said that “in the 
name of respect of the Inde¬ 
pendence of the judiciary, we 
cannot tolerate the remarks 
of Gerald Baldwin." 

“We advise him respectful¬ 
ly to be satisfied with doing 
his work, namely the Im¬ 
provement of the Official Se¬ 
crets Act If It appears unjust 
and abusive.” 

He added that Baldwin 
should not set himself up as a 


court of appeal, "all the more 
so because he is In complete 
ignorance of the facts placed 
before the court and with the 
consent of the lawyers for 
both the defence and the pros¬ 
ecution that the trial should 
be held in camera.” 

And Mayrand deplored the 
use of parliamentary Immu¬ 
nity by members of the Com¬ 
mons to question and criticize 
the manner In which Judge 
Luc Trudel handled the Treu 
trial.

Canadian ‘mecca’ sinks in Cairo sand 


LONDON (CP) — President Anwar Sadat 
has shattered the dream of two Cana¬ 
dian businessmen who launched a huge tour¬ 
ist construction program at the foot of the 
pyramids outside Cairo. 

Confronted by fierce opposition In the 
Egyptian parliament and among archeolo¬ 
gists, Sadat cancelled the 8300-mllllon 
project, raising questions among South Pa¬ 
cific Properties Ltd. officials on the amount 


of Investment capital they may be able to 
retrieve from the Egyptian government. 

The two men behind the Hong Kong-based 
South Pacific are Peter Muk, 48, former 
Toronto businessman, and Winnipeg-born 
David Gilmour, 41. who have been partners 
since they graduated from the University of 
Toronto. Gilmour now lives In London. Muk 
Is reported on his way to Hong Kong for a 
company annual meeting 

However, through offices here the com¬ 


pany said Monday the Sadat decision, an¬ 
nounced last Saturday, came without warn¬ 
ing and after South Pacific had made “a 
substantial financial Investment In Egypt.” 

Estimated to cost about 8548 million over a 
20-year period, the project would have pro¬ 
vided a new mecca for tourists, including a 
big golf course, villas, apartments, hotels 
and nightclubs and shops near the Giza 
pyramids. 

An Initial contract was signed in 1974 with 


the Egyptian gqyernment tourist agency 
forming a joint teflture company in which 
South Pacific, with $3.4 million Investment 
capital, held 80 per cent of the shares while 
the Egyptian government held 40 per cent. 
The government contributed about 10,000 
acres for a period of 90 years, a move which 
aroused a storm of protest in the Egyp¬ 
tian press and In the Egyptian parliament.

In one of Its most serious 
allegations so far, China's of¬ 
ficial Hslnhua news agency 
said Vietnamese soldiers,

The testimonies ire 11 
staggering is the nime li 
unknown. 

One of Vlctorii's best 
known irtlsts. Maxwell 
Bites, succinctly concludes 
"he's ■ very good piinter," 

COLIN GRAHAM, director 
emeritus of the Art Gallery of 
Greater Victoria, calls him a 
genuine evolving talent. 

“He's among the painters 
on lower Vancouver Island 
that have to be considered," 
Graham adds. 

Painter and former pro¬ 
vincial art co-ordinator Jack 
Wilkinson describes him as 
"a bit of a find" for Canadian 
art. 

With this kind of endorse¬ 
ment. the persisting question 
is why. only now at age 72, is 
Alf Glenne having his first 
exhibition? 

(More than SO of his oils 
along wlth-a collection of 
his curious little objets 
(routes people which he calls 
"oohoos" go on a month-long 
display today at Kyle's Gal¬ 
lery.) 

THE ANSWER is as sim¬ 
ple as that proverbial one 
about the chicken crossing 
the road. Nobody knew of the 
Norwegian-born architect 
painting alone in his woodsy 
studio. 

Bates and Graham only re¬ 
cently met him. Both were 
surprised by what they found 
in his studio on a Pat Bay 
Highway property overlook¬ 
ing Beaver Lake Park. It was 
Wilkinson, a longtime friend 
of Glenne, who told them he 
was worth a look and so pre¬ 
pared them for something 
more than an inspired Sun¬ 
day painter. 

“I was astounded," said 
Bates. 

“1 wasn't prepared to find 
so much work,” said Graham 
of the more than 200 paintings 
completed by Glenne since he 
retired from the B.C. civil 
service In 1971. Equally 
amazing for Graham is that 
Glenne has been “painting 
away quietly for years and 
hasn't exhibited." 

TO GET JUST ONE an¬ 
swer as to why from Glenne 
is impossible. The answers 
come in installments. 

"It Is not a creamcake," 
ne says of exhibiting. Fram¬ 
ers have to be paid and gal¬ 
leries want their commis¬ 
sions on paintings for which 
materials alone cost him al¬ 
most $30 each. And not far 
behind any regular sales are 
the Income tax people. 

He's sold a few paintings 
mostly to those same friends 
who kept urging him to exhi¬ 
bit, but most went for Christ¬ 
mas presents. He seems re¬ 
luctant to price his work and 
equally surprised that people 
are willing to pay. 

WITH A DASH of incre¬ 
dulity, he tells of Bates’ in¬ 
quiring the price of one paint¬ 
ing. 

"A hundred dollars," re¬ 
plied Glenne. 

"No. no, that’s too little— 
I'll give you 3150," said 
Bates. 

Selling his paintings seems 
almost of the same magni¬ 
tude to him as auctioning off 
his nine-year-old son. 

"I don’t like to sell. They 
(the paintings) are the chil¬ 
dren of my dreams." he said. 
Then, pointing around his 
tiny neat studio with an un¬ 
completed fishing scene on 
the easel, he added, “this Is 
where I live my life over 
again.” 

MUCH OF THAT LIFE, 
as seen from his paintings, 
touched the sea. 


"In my most creative yean 
1 couldn't create in my work 
because of the German inva¬ 
sion (of Norway). There was 
no use for architects.” 

He packed up his young 
family and moved out or 
Trondheim onto one the 
fiords which were later to 
appear so frequently In his 
work. (Some of his paintings 
are obviously Norwegian in 
their inspiration while the 
rest could easily be B.C. The 
two landscapes are almost 
interchangeable, according 
to Glenne.) 

In those war years he lived 
by his wits and the sea 

"Every morning I’d put 
on my overalls and rubber 
boots ... ’’—the same garb 
often worn by his painted 
fishermen. Pointing to an¬ 
other painting of a fisherman 
by his boat ready to go to sea. 
he said: “That’s how I looked 
40 years agoalt was a rough 
life but I don’t think I ever 
had a better life.” 

Those Norwegian fishing 
days paintings say a lot about 
Glenne, according to Wilkin¬ 
son. 

“He feels strongly about 
the landscape and the sea 
and looks upon himself as a 
symbol of man against the 
elements." 

ASIDE FROM HIS sea¬ 
scapes and landscapes, 
Glenne’s favored subjects 
are women or his "dream 
girls” who might have been 
those he has known. 

"They are women the way I 
think they should be,” he 
said, adding if “they don’t 
act right they I paint them 
over.” 

It is Glenne’s Inspiration 
from his own past which en¬ 
sures much of his stature as a 
painter, according to Gra¬ 
ham. 
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luhiect 

genuine: Ilka all artists ft 
comes out of childhood ex¬ 
perience.” 

ONLY AFTER some phi¬ 
losophising and a few swings 
at sacred cows of the art 
world Is Glenne ready to say 
why this is the time to exhi¬ 
bit. He claims it Is a mix of 
vanity and the need for 
money. But the reasons seem 
uncharacteristic from a man 
who spends so much time 
mixlhg romance with passion 
and myth. 

"I didn’t believe my work 
was good enough," he con¬ 
cedes. It’s doubtful that any¬ 
thing Bates or Graham said 
could influence him too 
heavily otherwise. Wilkinson 
labels him “an original 
man.” Everything he does 
is on his own. Only recently 
has he felt he is painting the 
way it should be done. 

“Lately I have felt a kind 
of expression in my way of 
painting: it has become ea¬ 
sier for me to paint." 

One of the things which 
excites Graham about 
Glenne other than his simpli¬ 


fied strong images la that 
he Is “still in the procees of 
discovering himself." 

How long will It taka be¬ 
fore the rest of the art world 
discovers Glenne? 

IN THAT RESPECT Bates 
compares him with Emily 
Carr. 

“It took her a long time to 
get well known and it took

DUNCAN - Emer¬ 
gency oil spill cleanup 
equipment, or lack of it, 
frfV British Columbia 
coastal waters, and the 
use of herbicides were the 
main concerns of Cowi- 
chan Valley Regional Dis¬ 
trict Board at its recent 
meeting. 

Discussion on oil spills 
resulted from a letter 
from Environment Can¬ 
ada in reply to the CVRD’s 
request for information 
concerning oil spills along 
or in its waters. 

CVRD director Ken 
Douglas commented that 
he was relieved to read in 
EC’s accompanying infor¬ 
mation, that the Canadian 
Coast Guard at Esqui¬ 
mau, emergency head¬ 
quarters for Vancouver 
Island, "have 100 pairs of 
rubber boots and 100 pairs 
of rakes on hand should 
an emergency occur." 

The board was concerned 
to learn from Environment 
Minister Len Mart-hand that 
' no municipality should ex 
peel reimbursement for a 
cleanup operation from any 
federal department unless 
that municipality has an un- 
equivocal statement from an 
authorized federal spokes¬ 
man that the municipality- 
will be reimbursed by the fed¬ 
eral department concerned." 

Marchand added: "The 
reason for this is that, except 
for quite explicit and restric 
live circumstances under the 
Canada Shipping Act. there is 
at this time no federal legisla¬ 
tion which permits federal or 
other levels of government to 
clean polluted shorelines and 
then claim for reim- 
burseinent of costs from fed¬ 
eral resources." 

He gate an example: 
'When federal or crown 
property is polluted by an 
unknown source, the federal 
department or agency re¬ 
sponsible for that property 
must pay cleanup costs from 
its operating budget. There is 
no cleanup contingency fund 
available at any level of gov- 
ernment to ease the burden of 
these unexpected expend! 
tures." 

Marchand said the federal 
government's policy has been 
consistent over the years: 
Scaled response starting at 
the municipal level, then the 
provincial level and. finally , 
at the national or internation 
al level." 

Nlarchand's letter conclud¬ 
ed: "I trust that this infor 
malion will be of value lo you 
in your efforts to protect our 
natural environment."

"And further, that it be 
made mandatory that tank¬ 
ers carry adequate liability- 
insurance to cover all costs of 
cleanup when such spills 
arise.” 

Copies of the board's mo- 
linn will be forwarded to 
Nanaimo-Cowichan-The Is¬ 
lands MP Tommy Douglas, 
and to the federal minister of 
fisheries 

Considerable discussion 
took place concerning what 
actual authority the board 
had on the many applications 
it was receiving from B.C 
Hydro.

New street lighting a boon to observatory 

Ultraviolet signals from mercury vapor lamps limit astronomers’ range

Saanich council’s decision to begin converting its 
ii reel lighting from 200-watt mercury vapor lo 70-watt 
<odium vapor lamps will not only mean that urban 
neighborhoods will take on an orange tinge instead of a 
oluish one at night. 

It will also eventually save money a? well as 
energy and. incidentally, extend the life and efficiency 
M the Dominion Observatory on Little Saanich Moun¬ 
tain. a multi-million research investment by the 
federal government. 

Officials at the observatory have been concerned 
for years about the growing proliferation of what they 
call light pollution and its weakening of the resolution 
dowers of the various Instruments atop the mountain 
' Visible light is only part of the problem. Mercury 
vapor lamps emit an extremely strong ultraviolet 
signal which impairs spectroscopy measurements 
beyond the visible light spectrum. 


Dr. David Crampton. who has been Involved with 
trying lo educate municipal councils in the difficulties 
their lighting policies are creating for the observatory, 
said in a recent paper that the proliferation of mercury- 
vapor lamps is "posing a serious problem lo observa¬ 
tions of faint objects." 

Although scientists at the observatory, developing 
their own methods of improving telescopes and spec¬ 
trographs. have pushed the observable limiting mag¬ 
nitude by about 100 times In the last few years, “the 
mercury lines from the city lights interfere with, and in 
some cases seriously hamper, the observations of even 
13th magnitude stars, although the T2-lnch scope 
theoretically can view objects of the 16th or 17th 
magnitude (100.000 limes fiinter than can be seen with 
the naked eye.) 

"In the past year or so. for example, our observe 
lions of faint x-ray sources. . . and galaxies have In 
some ways been limited or restricted by the strong 
mercury lines." 


The observatory began circulating lighl pollution 
information lo the five municipalities whose lights 
most directly affect the observatory and organized 
several meetings with local officials several years ago. 

Because there was a substantial cost saving at the 
time in using mercury vapor lamps as supplied by 
Canadian manufacturers, no firm commitments were 
made by municipal officials, Crampton's report said.

He noted that shields lo direct all light downward 
and filters to remove the ultraviolet light were two 
possible methods of reducing the light pollution prob¬ 
lem, and said that since most lights In Greater Victoria 
were already substantially directed downward "our 
major emphasis has been to try to get the lights 
filtered 

"Although tinted refractors (the glass housing) 
are available at little or no extra cost in the United 
States, great difficulty has been experienced in finding 
a Canadian manufacturer willing to supply them at 
any cost." 


"In addition to mercury vapor lamps, there are 
two other less common but. more astronomically 
acceptable types employed In the Victoria area for 
street light; the old-fashioned eslhetieally-pleasing 
incandescent lamps, and the new high-pressure so¬ 
dium lamps . . . 

"Our tests indicate that the high-pressure sodium 
lamps are astronomically acceptable since they emit 
_ vary little UV lighl...” 

In its budget adopted earlier this month, Saanich 
council approved spending $50,000 for conversion of 
200-watt mercury vapor lo 70-watt sodium vapor lamps 
as part of a five-year bulb replacement program. 

The move followed a report from municipal engi¬ 
neer Cliff Warren who said that although conversion 
would amount to about $95 a unit, savings at current 
power rates would amount to about $12 a year and this 
could be expected lo increase as power costa rise. 

He also anticipated that sodium vapor units were 
expected to decline In price as they became more 
widely used.

Deep-in-love 
Aussie beats 
river of guns 

NONG KHAI, Thailand (AP) — An Australian 
journalist, twice thwarted in attempts to rescue his 
girlfriend from Laos, strapped on a scuba tank and 
swam under the rain-swollen Mekong River and com 
munlst guns to snatch her from the opposite bank and 
bring her to Thailand. 

Planning for Saturday's escape began almost 10 
months ago when John Everingham. 28. the last 
Western correspondent in Laos, was expelled by com¬ 
munist authorities after more than a decade of resi¬ 
dence there. His girlfriend, Keo Sirisomphone, 2i, a 
Laotian medical student and daughter of a middle- 
level communist official, had to remain behind. 

EVERINGHAM SAID IN an interview Monday 
that coded letters and messages were exchanged 
through friends after his expulsion and rendezvous 
points were set. But two earlier attempts to swim 
under the river separating Thailand and Laos were 
foiled when Laotian troops approached too close to the 
place where Keo was waiting. 

Then, on Saturday. Everingham—a powerful 
swimmer who learned his diving on Australia’s Great 
Barrier Reef—put on his mask, fins, and a scuba tank 
fitted with two breathing devices and plunged into the 
river for the third time. 

“I was very pessimistic this time,”, he said after 
the escape. The river was running fast because of 
recent monsoon rains. He said could see Keo In a red 
dress.and white blouse on the opposite bank about a 
kilometre away. 

THE DAY BEFORE, THAI officials said three 
Laotians had tried to swim to Thailand at the same 
spot. Communist patrols opened Are and killed two of 

them. 

Everingham. with a compass stuck against his 
face mask because of the zero visibility under water, 
said he had to battle the currents, trying at times to 
crawl along the muddy bottom, where he was tossed 
around in whirlpools. When he surfaced he was still 
several hundred metres offshore and being carried 
past the spot where Keo waited with a Ashing pole and 
a child to avoid suspicion. 

Exhausted, he swam back to the Thai side 
and tried again, this time entering the river farther up¬ 
stream. 

"I made it," he said. “I crawled out on the bank, 
she seemed to have given up. She was walking away in 
the distance. I yelled at the top of my lungs. Then she 
saw me and started running forward. She fell into my 
arms." 

KEO HAD NEVER LEARNED to swim. Evering¬ 
ham put a slightly inflated llfevest around her neck 
and one of the breathing regulators in her mouth. 

With their faces just at the surface of the water 
and a quick-release strap biding them together. 
Everingham pushed hard into the current to gain 
distance from Laos The riverbank, just below the 
Laotian capital of Vientiane, was lined with soldiers. 

"I was fearful of a burst of bullets any moment. 
There were dozens of soldiers sitting on the bank. 
Some stood up. I think they saw something in the 
river, but may not have realized what It was." 
Everingham said. 

Thai officials, sometimes tough on refugees who 
are considered Illegal aliens, were friendly and helpful 
when the two arrived. About 100,000 Laotians have fled 
since the communist victory in Laos in late 1071.

turn, will involve three major 
steps in the treatment of the 
addict. 

• A peace officer, believ¬ 
ing a person is an addict, can 
give that person between 24 
hours and 48 hours to report 
to a panel of doctors, social 
workers and psychiatrists. 

• If the panel after exami¬ 
nation finds the person defi¬ 


nitely in need of treatment it 
can order that treatment. 

• At that point the peace 
officer can "without war¬ 
rant" take the person to a 
treatment centre “for deten¬ 
tion." 

McClelland, told a press 
conference after Introduction 
of the bill that the new legis¬ 
lation does not give peace 
officers the right to arrest 
and order treatment without 
warrant or without checks 
and balances. 

He stressed that as a first 
step the police officer can 


"only request" the suspected 
addict to report to the exami¬ 
nation panel with a "written 
notice specifying a date and 
time not less than 24 hours or 
more than 48 hours ... at 
which the person specified is 
required to attend and sub¬ 
mit to examination at the 
area co-ordinating centre 
specified in the notice." 

Failure to comply could re¬ 
sult in a warrant for arrest 
being issued and compulsory 
delivery to the co-ordinating 
centre.

JUDGE WARNS TORY

MONTREAL (CP) - Act¬ 
ing Chief Sessions Court 
Judge Yves Mayrand said 
Monday he “cannot tolerate" 
criticism of the trial of Alex¬ 
ander Peter Treu made in the 
Commons last week by Al¬ 
berta MP Gerald Baldwin. 

Treu, 88, was convicted by 
a sessions court judge and 
sentenced to two years in 
prison May 4 on two counts of 
violating the Official Secrets’ 
Act. The conviction, which 
followed a trial held behind 
cloaad doors, hat been ap¬ 
pealed. 

Baldwin (PC—Peace 
River) who hat called for a 


Commons inquiry Into the in¬ 
camera trial, said It put Can¬ 
ada “back in the days of the 
Star Chamber and King 
Charles I.” 

In a written statement, 
Mayrand said that “In the 
name of respect of the Inde¬ 
pendence of the judiciary, we 
cannot tolerate the remarks 
of Gerald Baldwin." 

“We advise him respectful¬ 
ly to be satisfied with doing 
hit work, namely the im¬ 
provement of the Official Se¬ 
crets Act if it appears unjust 
and abusive." 

He added that Baldwin 
should not set himself up as a

Canadian ‘mecca’ sinks in Cairo sand 


LONDON (CP) — President Anwar Sadat 
has shattered the dream of two Cana¬ 
dian businessmen who launched a huge tour¬ 
ist construction program at the fool of the 
pyramids outside Cairo. 

Confronted by fierce opposition in the 
Egyptian parliament and among archeolo¬ 
gists, Sadat cancelled the 8388-mlllloa 
project, raising questions among South Pa 
cldc Properties Ltd. officials on the amount 


of Investment capital they may be able to 
retrieve from the Egyptian government. 

The two men behind the Hong Kong-based 
South Pacific are Peter Muk. 48, former 
Toronto businessman, and Winnipeg-born 
David Gllmour, 48, who have been partners 
since they graduated front the University of 
Toronto. Gllmour now lives hi London. Muk 
Is reported on hla way to Hong Koog for a 
company annual meeting 

However, through offices here the com¬ 


pany said Monday the Sadat decision, an¬ 
nounced last Saturday, came without warn¬ 
ing and after South Pacific had made "a 
substantial financial investment in Egypt."

Oak Bay stocking 
tree pest arsenal 


Oak Bay municipality has declared a state 
of emergency in the war on winter moth and 
brute spanworm "before the character of 
the community is changed irreparably." as 
one alderman put it Monday night 
An Immediate 34.000 was budgeted to ear¬ 
mark severely affected boulevard trees 
for spraying next year, and the administra¬ 
tion was instructed by council's works 
committee to stockpile supplies of melhox 
.vchlor and diazinon for at least a $ 10,000 
spray ing program next spring 
Hopes were expressed that the other, 
municipalities would take similar control 
measures to prevent a recurrence of the 
infestation of defoliating grubs. 

Aldermen were considering a report from 
municipal engineer Geoffrey White on the 
defoliation of boulevard trees in which it was 
stated that If measures were not taken. Oak 
Bay could be facing major costa in pruning 
next year because of dieback of limbs. 

A casual inspection of trees in the mumci 
pality shows soma hava already died, and 
Aid Doug Watts expressed alarm that the 


infestation could have a "catastrophic" 
effect on Oak Bay's treed environment 

Watts, while recognizing that some people 
would prefer no spraying at all. said the 
municipality will probably be "denuded of 
all but fir trees unless a comprehensive 
spraying program is undertaken next year. 

He noted that a proposed biological con 
trol program might take as long as six 
years to have any Impact. 

Michael Gye. the municipality s tree con 
sultant, said the infestation had been grow 
ing for eight years “and until a predator 
takes hold on it, it will stay with us." 

Gye said spraying was effective, using 
methoxychlor in April or diazinon in May . 
but added the insect eggs were impervious 
to pesticides and they had to be caught in Ihe 
larval or grub stage, when they feed on the 
leaves. 

He said pesticide companies were cutting 
back on production because of the "constant 
war" from environmentalists and suggest 
ed Oak Bay begin stockpiling Its pesticide 
armery right away If It wanted to carry nut 
an effective program next year
